CHICAGO, June 16.—The preamble to 
the Republican platform, in its present 
shape, as written by Wade Ellis, Attor- 
ney-General of Ohio, under the supervi- 
sion of Secretary Taft, is devoted to the 
praise of President Roosevelt and his 
work in the White House. The preljm- 
inary part of the document referring to 
the President follows: 


“Once more the Republican party, in 
National Convention assembled, sub- 
mits its cause to the peeple. This great 
historic organization that destroyed 
slavery, preserved the Union, restored 
credit, expanded the national domain, 
established a sound financial sysiem, 
developed the industries. and resources 
of the country and gave to the Nation 
her post of honor in the councils of 
the world, now meets the new problems 
of government with the same courage 
and capacity with which it solved the 
old. 


“In this, the greatest era of Ameri- 
can advancement, the Republican party 
reached its highest service under the 
leadership of Theodore Roosevelt. His 
administration is an epoch in Ameri- 
can history. In no other period since 
national sovereignty was won under 
Washington or preserved under Lincoln 
has there been such mighty progress in 
these ideals of government which make 
for justice, equality and fair dealing 
among men. The highest aspirations 
of the American people have found 
voice.

CHICAGO, June 16.—The tentative 
platform of the Republican party, after 
a long preamble, devoted to the prais- 
of President Roosevelt, enters’ an ex- 
haustive review of the laws recommend:

“In all tariff legislation, the true 
principle of protection is best main- 
tained by the imposition of such duties 
as will equal the difference between the 
cost of production at home and abroad, 
together with a reasonable profit to 
American industries; and the benefits 
that follow are best secured by the es- 
tablishment of maximum and minimum 
rates to be administered by the Presi- 


the maximum to be available to meet 
discriminations by foreign countries 
against American goods entering their 
markets, and the minimum to represent 
the normal measure of protection at 
home; the aim and purpose of the Re- 
publican policy being not only to pre- 
serve, without excessive duties, that se- 
curity against foreign competition to 
which American manufacturers, farm- 
ers and producers are entitled, but also 
to maintain the high standard of living 
of the wage earners of this country, 
who are the most direct beneficiaries of 
the protective system.

It was felt that the speech of 
Julius C. Burrows as temporary 
chairman of the convention was 


to be a keynote utterance, bearing 
authoritatively upon the action of the 
convention itself and containing strong 
indications of that body’s course witn 
regard to the party's candidates and 
platform alike. 

For this reason a profound siience fol- 
lowed the applause with which the con- 
vention’s temporary presiding officer 
was greeted, and it was apparent -hat 
every word uttered by him~ was to be 
solicitously weighed by its hearers in 
recognition of its exceptional importance 
as the first voicing of a weighty expres- 
sion of the party’s attitude toward the 
men and “ge aa that are to consti- 
tute the Republican national organiza- 
tion’s ticket and declaration of faith 
with which that organization is to go} 
before the people in 1908. 

Mr. Burrows’ speech was carefully de- 
livered, every word clear-cut and dis- 
tinct, and plainly weighed with the ut- 
most appreciation of its significance at 
such a moment. 

The speech opened with a brief out- 
lining of the work awaiting the con- 
vention as the basis of what the pariy 
hopes to accomplish in the approaching 
election of a President and Vice-Presi- 
dent, a full membership of the House of 
Representatives and 30 members of the 
United States Senate from as many 
different States.

is, wouid not have striven to teach 
them how to govern themselves or to 
have developed them as we have 
developed them, primarily in their 
own interests.

More Peaceful Than Ever Before, 

‘Peace prevails throughout'_—itthe 
islands today in a greater degree than 
ever in the history of the islands, either 
under Spanish or American rule, and ag- 
riculture is nowhere now impeded by 
fear on the part of the farmer of the 
incursions of predatory bands.

Department of Justice Defended.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., June 16.—Accord- 
ing to the local weather office, the floods 
of 1908 have become history. Both the 
Kaw and the Missouri are falling, and 
less than a week is expected to be neces- 
sary to allow the waters to return to 
normal 

The Missouri registered thirty feet at 
7 o’clock this morning and the Kaw 
reached only 28.9. 
In the fermer there was a fall of 
three inches during the night, and the 
measurement of the Kaw was seven 
inches below the mark reached at 7 
o clock Monday evening. 
Reports from points along each river 
show the waters to be falling. Slight 
rains during the past 24 hours are re- 
perted from all along both rivers, but 
these will have little effect upen the 
flood conditions. 
It is said that all that can inter- 
fere with a rapid subsiding of the flood 
waters is an unusually large amount 
of rain in the watersheds of the rivers, 
and such conditions are thought not 
likely to arise.

Walter Dray, Holder of the 
World’s Record, Not to 
Compete Abroad. 


MAKES NO EXPLANATION 

Friends Think Influence Wii 

Be Brought to Bear to Make 
Him Change His Mind. 








NEW YORK, June 16—While hun- 
dreds of athletes are bemoaning their 


fate at not having “made” the Olympic 
team whieh will represent America at 
the London Stadium next month, a 
world’s champion, one of the first to be 
picked by the American committee, has 
stated that he will not compete. He: is 
W. R. Dray. Yale University, a- St. 
Louis man, and an champion with whom 
athletes of the whole world are, famil- 


In fact, his feats over the bar have 
for more than a year been read with 
wonder. Since he entered Yale scarcely 
a college meet of importance has ever} 
been held without his name being 
linked with the feature. For years he 
has been the greatest pole vaulter at 
Yale, and for two years has held the 
world’s record and the intercollegiate 
championship title. 

At the intercollegiate meet in 197 he 
hurled himself into the air the unprece- 
dented distance of 12 
inches and established 
that remained untouched 
himself, nearly. a year 
added another inch to it. At the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania =? meet he 
clearefi the bar at 12 feet 6% inches. He 
accomplished this task in such easy 
fashion that those who saw his per- 
formances predicted that he had not 
done his best and that before the end 
of the season he would reach the 13- 
foot mark. 

In the preliminaries of the intercol- 
legiate meet at Franklin Field, a few 
weeks later, Dray contented himself 
with qualifying. He wasted no energy 
in his trials, and leaped a 
height to qualify for the finals, at which 
it was his intention to try to better his 
record. But on the following day, when 
the finals were decided the fleld had 
been turned into a veritable lake and 
during the competitions rain came down 
in torrents. Under these adverse con- 
ditions the great vaulter was prevented 
from accomplishing his desired feat. 


Loses Record and Title. 
A week later, at the Olympic try-outs, 


he was defeated by Gilbert, one of his 
classmates, and stripped of the record 


and title. 
Spurred on by the disappointment, 


Dray trained and practised as he never 
had before, with the result that on 
Saturday, at a meet at Danbury, Conn., 
he cleared the bar at 12 feet 9% inches. 
So much higher is this than any vault 
accomplished that Dray announced im- 
mediately after his vault that he was 
content to rest on his laurels and allow 
Gilbert, Nelson, Cooke and -the other 
prominent vuulters to beat the foreign- 
ers when America meets the world next 
month. 

While Dray was probably sincere in 
his intention not to compete for Old 
Glory. those who know him best say 
that when the time comes for the 
American pole vaulters to line up in 
the Lomdion Stadium, Dray will be one 
of the first on the field.

A very little girl with a very long 
name, who has spent her short life in 
traveling a very long distance, is stop- 
ping at the Washington Hotel on King’s 
highway with her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. George E. Moran of Chicago, on 
her way to her third trip to the Klon- 
dike, to spend the summer. 
Her name is Kathryn Leonora Adelia 
Glenwood Moran, and she is only 7 
years old. Her name is Glenwood be- 
cause she was born at Glenwood 
Springs, Colo., agd she began her trav- 
els very shortly afterward. 
In her short life little Miss Moran, 
who is a pretty, unspoiled and lovable 
child, has traveled about 300,000 miles, or 
the equivalent of about eleven times 
around the world. 
K. L. A. G. Moran also has had the 
distinction of spending three summers 
in Alaska and as many winters in Fior- 
ida. She has met three national rul- 
ers—the President of the United States, 
the Emperer ef Germany ana the King 
of Spain—and thé Pope of Rome, and 
has souvenirs from them all. 

Hotel Her Only Home. 
She has never had any other home 
than an hotel, but unlike many children 
reared in hotels, she is not in the least 
blase or spoiled, but is as pleasantly 
childish and as innocently gay as any 
youngster reared in a country home. 
Kathryn has had pages and pages of 
newspaper stories written about her, 
but has not read them. Her mother 
and father have kept them from her. 
The Paris Figaro, the London. Times 
and other #oreign papers, have devoted 
space to telling of her steamship trips, 
how she has ridden mule-back over the 
mountains of Spain, of her travels by 
stage, canoe and train in many strange 
ways, in all countries, and she has been 
photographed and made more fuss about 
then if she had been a petted prima 
donna or an American duchess, but she 
does not know it. These details of her 
life have been kept from her by her 
parents. 
Her education, during her constant 
travels, has been attended to by her 
mother, and she can read and write and 
has the rudimentary of other children 
of her age, but a vastly greater knowl- 
edge of the geography of the world. 


Education Not Neglected. 
It is rather startling to hear her 


speak of the capitats of Europe, the 
towns and cities of the United States 
and the out-of-the-way places of the 
globe, with the intimate acquaintance- 
ship of an old and seasoned globe-trot- 
ter. She speaks of the ‘outside pas- 
sage’’ to the Klondike as you would 
speak of the route to Forest Park.

Yet she is as delighted at the prospect 
of going to the Klondike for 2 summer 
outing as ahy child who had never been 
there, She is going, this time, by Skag- 
way, and the White Horse Rapids and 
down the Yukon.
